Secondly, to send forth Hebrew 
tracts to be circulated among the Jews, in 
every region. ‘Thirdly, to trarisiate the 
liturgy of the chureh of England into He- 
brew. Fourthly, to educate Jewish mis 
sionarics. The very existence of such a 
college, would exeite and command the 
attention of the Jews throughout the world. 


| It might be the lifting upaee standard of 
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| had reason to fear, were for the most part 
| enemies to God by wicked works ; he took 
| some suitable tracts with him to circulate 
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the cross, which we are assured, bythe in- 
Spied prophet, shall be the prelude to the 
national restoration of Judah, 

But it may be said thatthese schemes 
are chimerical, for where are learned Jews 
to be found believing in Christ to form 
such acollege. To this it is answered, 
that we hear from too many quarters to re- 
fuse credence to it, that there are secret 
believers in Christ, scattered throughout 
the Jewish nation, who want but a poimt of 
union to declare themselves. In one city 
of Germany only, we are informed of seven 
or eight learned young Jews, who exercise 
such a faith in the Saviour. However 
much therefore, the matter might be found 
surrounded by practical ¢ifficulty,we doubt 
not that the materials for such aw establish- 
meat, already exist among the Jewish na- 
tion, if through thegood providence of 
God, the means were obtained, and the 
wisdom communicated for collecting and 
uniting these materials. 

But it may further be asked, how are we 
to obtain the necessary funds for these un- 
dertakings ? Your committee would ask in 
return, where the Bible society obtains its 
ninety thousand pounds, and from what 
source does the Church Missionary Socic- 
ty draw an annual supply of twenty thou- 
sand pounds ? The answer must be, these 
socicties have aimed at great things, and 
undertaken great things, and the liberality 
of the Christian public has been in propor- 
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leisure-time inthrowing them into windows, 
areas, cellars, butcher’s shops, and other 
places where it was probable they would 
be picked up “Some,” say they, “ we 
distrikuted on the roed amongst hackney 
coachmen,. and one (entitled the Lord’s 
Day,) we gave at a house where we have 
often seen the master working in his gar- 
den on Sundays.” One of our juvenile 
subscribers, who from the commencement 
of the Society has been particularly active, 
has, during the past year collected 27. !5s. 
id. and distributed 1687 Tracts. Two or 
three instances, in particular, of the advan- 
tages of this mode of distribution, are wor- 
thy of notice. He was in the habit of going 
to the shop of a man who was much addict- 
ed to swearing, and whose wife, also, was 
guilty of the same practice ; he spoke to 
them on the impropricty of their conduct, 
and gave them Zhe Swearer’s Prayer, re- 
questing them to read it, which they pro- 
mised to de. When he called again, the 
man expressed his pleasure at seeing a boy 
so well employed,and desired to have more 
Tracts ; when he afterwards called, he of- 
ten found them reading them, and he never 
again heard them make use of improper 
language ; the man became a regular sub- 
scriber, and frequently gave him additional 
money to purchase Tracts for him, which 
he distributed among his neighbors. 

The same boy was passing the door of a 
public house, when he heard a great noise ;

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UTILITY OF TRACTS. 


From the Auxiliary Tract Society, Wal- 
worth, England. 

A Subscriber to a Tract Society in Eng- 
land informed the Committee, that his daily 
employment was ina Warehouse, among 
2 considerable number of men, who, he 





amoug them, which were attended with se 
much success, that in a short time he ob- 
tained thirty weekly and quarterly subscri- 
bers: while thus engaged in distributing 
Tracts to those around him, @ young man 
of reprobate character came up to him, 
and, with an oath exclaimed, “ Have you 
got one that will suit me 2” Our friend 
replied, “ Yours is 4 dreadful case, but I 
think L have one that is suited to you.” 
He then gave him the Tract entitled, “Zhe 
Swearer’s Prayer,” and entreated him to 
read it with care and attention, and to in- 
form him, when he had perused it, if he 
approved of what was therein stated. 
Having read it three 4imes, he said, «lam 
now satisfied that swearing IS wrong, and 
I am sorry to say, I am so apt to swear, 
that I don’t know whep I do it; but I hope, 
{rom this time, I shall endeavor to wean 
myself from such a practice. He then 
entered his name as a regular subscriber, 
and soon afterwards prevailed upon two 
others to follow his examples aud from that 
time to the present, he has never been 
heard to repeat those awful €xpressions to 
which he was before accustomed. 

Many of the children. in the Sunday 
School, who have obtained Tracts by their 
subscriptions, have felt interested m their 
distribution. Severalof them bave given 


| swearing, andthe whole in the greatest 


| he did. They then asked him who employ- 


he felt a degree of timidity, but determined 
to enter: he found some singing, others 


disorder and confusion. He laid down The 
Swearer’s Prayer among them, and retreat- 
‘ed as quick as possible. He had not gone 
far, before he was overtaken by the post- 
boy, who requested him to return, which 


ed him to distribute Tracts; he answered, 
“ Noone.” They then inquired what had 
induced him to do so. He said—«“ My 
motive is to do good; I often give Tracts 
away in public houses ; and as I heard you 
making a noise, }thought it might suit 
some of you.” He had been to the writing 
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months in the place, distinc:t- mention is 
made of them ; and the Reporte adds,“They 
certainly appear to be men of superior at- 
tainments and information, and in every re- 
speet well qualified for the benevolent of- 
fice, which they have undertaken.’”” 

These testimonials must be highly gra- 

tifying to this Board and to all the friends 
of missions ; and agreeable to the disposi- 
tions expressed in them, bas been the uni- 
form treatment received by eur missiona- 
ries, from the principal men, not only at 
Columbo, but in other parts of the island. 
Tbe brethren sojourned at Columbo 
about six° months. A considerable time 
was requisite, for the purpose of obtaining, 
by correspondence with the brethren at 
Bombay and other missionaries in different 
parts of India, such information, as would. 
enable them to determine, agreeably to 
their instructions, on the stations best for 
them to occupy; and after they had come 
to the determination, it was several weeks 
before the monsoon would ajlow‘of their 
departure to the places of their destination. 
During their stay, however, they were 
neither idle, nor uselessly occupied. Soon 
after their arrival, at the instance of the 
Hon. and Rev. J. T. T'wisleton, Chief Se- 
cretary to the government, they took 
charge of the instruction of several young 
natives, designed for the Christian minis- 
try ; and as soon also, as conveniently they 
could, they opened an English school. Jn 
the forementioned Report of the Ceylon 
Bible Society, made about a year ago, no- 
tice is taken of the particulars now stated 
in the following terms : “ In the beginning 
of last May, cleven young Cingalese, of tae 
Vellale casi, and four Malabars, were pla- 
ced under the tuition of the American mis- 
sionaries, for the purpose of being instruct- 
ed in the principles of theology and the 
doctrines of the Christian religion, as they 
are most of them intended for the profes- 
sion of the church. They are from 14 to 
24 years of age, and were all brought up 
under Mr. Armour, at the Seminary,where 


they learnt to read and write the English 
language. 
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school, and had his copy-book under his 
arm. One of them asked him—“ What 
have got there ?”“ My copy-book.”— 
“ What is there in it ?”—« I will read some 
of it, if you please.” They desired him to 
do so. He openedon a piece against drunk- 
enness.which heread+ she 
attention ; some of them offered to give 
him money for his trouble, which he refus- 
ed, and two of them agreed to become sub- 
scribers to the Society ; but through some 
mistake he could not afterwards find their 
residence. One of the company took the 
boy’s hat from his head, and made a collec- 
tion round the Tap-room, which they gave 
him to purchase Tracts with. They then | 
dismissed him, and desired him to come | 
again another time. 
The Committee take this opportunity of | 
urging upon the consideration of the read- 
er, how much the prosperity of a Tract So- 
ciety depends on the activity of those who 
favor the cause by their subscriptions — 
Many persons entertain an erroneous 
opinion that all this rests with those who 
have the more immediate charge of the in- 
ternal concerns of such a society; but if | 
every individual member would bestow a 
little pains, and resolve, thay such Tracts | 
as they receive for their subscriptions, 
should be distributed by them tothe best 
of their judgment, much more extended 
benefit might be reasonably expected.

CEYLON. 

At our last anniversary, we had only the 
bare intelligence of the arrival of the mis- 
sionaries, sent out two years ago by the 
Dryad, at Columbo in Ceylon. Your Com- 
mittee have now the happiness to report 
some particulars of a highly gratifying 
nature. 

After a passage, during the whole of 
which they had only gratefully to acknow- 4 
ledge and to record the tender mercies of 
God, they arrived at Columbo on 22nd of 
March, of the last year. They were wel- 
comed upon the shore most affectionately 
by the Rev. Messrs. Chater and Norton, 
English missionaries then at the place : and 
were received by the officers of the gov- 
ernment with marked attention and kind- 


| of female education.” 





ness. On the next morning, a sermon was 
preached on board the Dryad, by Mr.Poor, 
in which the signal mercies experienced 
curing the passage were devoutly recount- 
ed, and a very affectionate leave was taken 
of the officers and company of the vessel, 
to whom, and particularly to Capt. Buffin- 
ton, the master, and Capt. Titcomb, the sa- 
percargo, very grateful acknowledgements 
were made. 

The dispositions of the Governor of 
Ceylon will appear in a letter, addressed 
by him to the Corresponding Secretary, 
which has already been published. 

’ Similar dispositions towards the missio- 
naries, and the great object of their mis- 
sion, were, on various occasions, testified 
by other principal officers of the govern. 
ment. Inthe fourth annual R of the 
Cohimbo Auxiliary Bible Society, made 
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“ They receive also from one of the 


| American missionaries regular lessone in 
| geography, a science which is utterly un- 


kuown to the natives, and ceserves a par- 
ticular attention in the plan of their educa- 


| tion, as it is certainly well calculated to 


the prejudices, under which they labor. 
These young men were placed by the Hon. 
and Rev. T. J. Twisieton under the Ame- 
rican missionaries, who give them daily in- 
struction without any pay or remuneration. 
“ The American missionaries have be- 
sides, a school consisting of 26 European 
children of both sexes ; for they are in this 
department assisted by their wives, who 
are well qualified for the superintencance 
With these state- 
ments the accounts of the missionaries 
themselves perfectiy accord. . 
Besides the attention given by them to 


| the youths and children under their care, 


they afforded assistance to the English _ 
missionanies at Columbo, and in the vici- 


| nity, by preaching on the Sabbath and oth- 
er days, from three to six sermons a week. 


It is gratifying to notice the harmony and 


| brotherly affection which subsisted there 


between missionaries not only of different 


| Nations, but also of different religious de- 


nominations, Congregationalists, Episco- 
palians, Methodists, and Baptists, were all 
in mutual fellowship ; and on the day of 
communion at the Lord’s table, in the cha- 
pel of the Rev. Mr. Chater, a Baptist mis- 
sionary from England, the infant child of 
our missionary, Mr. Meigs, was baptized. 

“ We have the satisfaction,” say the 
brethren in a joint communication, * We 
have the satisfaction to belleve that the 
time we spent at Colusibo was not lost to 
the missionary cause. By our preaching 
in English, the missionaries there were 
enabled to devote moreattention to that part. 
of their work, which relates to the natives, 
By imparting instruction to those of whom 
our native school was composed, we used 
the most appropriate means for promoting 
the object of our mission. By our Euro- 
pean school we did something toward de- 
fraying the expenses of the mission, and 
we hope, rendered some assistance to the 
children of those parents, by whom the 
school was supported. By residing at the 
seat of government, we experienced but 
few of those evils, arising from false re- 


foreigners are generally exposed ; and we 
may hope, that the acquaintance we form- 
ed with the principal charactersat Colum- 
bo, will prove to be of lasting utility to us, 
and to our mission.” =” 

The result of their inquiries in regard to 
the stations to be occupied, was, that Mr. 
Bardwell should go to Bombay, and, if 
permitted, settle with the missionaries 
there; that Messrs. Richards and Meigs . 
should attempt an establishment at Batti- 
cotta, and Messrs. Warren and Poor at 
Tillipally, both in the Province of Jaffna in 
the porthern part of Ceylon. This district 
was visited by Dr. Buchanan in Sept. 1806, 
and by our missionary, Mr. Newell, in Ju- 
bly, 1813; and by both of them it is repre-» 
sented as peculiarly interesting, in am 
sionary point of view. Mr. Newell, in bis 
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Jaffna, ie the language of cight or nine mil- 
lions of people, separated from Jaffna only 
by a narrow channel.” In this opinion of 
the eligibility of Jaffna, the principal gen- 
tlemen at Columbo, the Chicf Justice Sir 
Alexander Johnstone particularly. who ex- 
pressed himself at large on the subject, 
and the missionaries generally, were fully 
agreed. And in this eligible province, 
Tillipally and Batticotta are considered 
as decidedly the best missionary stations. 
Having settied their determination, and 
obtained.sthe permissionof theGovernor,the 
brethren judged it advisable, that Mr. 
Warren should go by land to Jaffna, with- 
out delay, for the purpose of making some 
preparatory arrangements there ; and that 
the rest should take passage, with their 
effects, by water, as soon as the monsvon 
would permit. Accordingly Mr. Warren, 
left. Columbo, on the first of July, and ar- 
rived at Jaffnapatam on the Iith. Mr. 
and Mrs Poor, took their departure by wa- 
ter,on the 2th of September,and arrived at 
Jaffna on the 26th ; and Mr. Richards and 
Meigs with their wives followed on the 
24th of the same month, & arrived aficrex- 
periencing some dangers,on the Ist of Oct. 
In a joint letter, bearing date Jaffnapa- 
tam, Oct. 9, 1816, the Brethren say: “ On 
leaving Columbo, such was.the state of our 
families, and our mode of conveyance, we 


bad many fears, that we should be subjcet- t 


ed to some serious evils on our passage. 
But He, who had before protected us, cealt 
better with us than we feared. Our safe 
‘arrival at this place, and the favorable cir- 
cumstances that surround us, Jay us under 
additional obligations to serve our divine 
Master. We have visited the places, in 
which we hope to spend our lives, in open- 
ing the treasures of the Gospel to the hea- 
then. Tillipally is situated about 10 miles 
north, and Batticotta 6 miles northwest, of 
Jaffuapatam. At each place, there are be- 
tween three and four acresof land, on 
which stand a dwelling-house, a large 
church without a roof, and a variety of 
fruit-(rees. From the estimates that have 
been made, 12 or 15 hundred dollars wouid 
be necessary to make such repairs as a 
prosperous mission at these stations would 
require.” 

Both Tillipally and Batticotta are repre- 
sentcd as being places of great amenity and 
salubrity. The glebes and buildings men- 
tioned by the Brethren are the property of 
the goveroment. ‘The churches and man- 
sion houses were built by the Portuguese, 
in the 16th century; they are chiefly of co- 

‘ral stone ; and the churches are so large, 
that, when repaired, two-thirds of each 
will be amply sufficient for the purposes of 
public worship, and the remainder will af- 
ford good accommodations for schools. 
Of the fruit trees about fifty on each glebe 
are palmyras; of which tree the timber is 
much used im building ; the leaves serve to 
cover the roofs of their houses, and form 


the olas, so generally used in the east, ing | 


atead of pape and the fruit constitutes 


the principal food 
than one half of the year. Thirty or forty 
good palmyras, ii is said, will, for that sea- 
son, support a family of nazives. 

The Brethren have been officially given 
to understand, that these glebes and build- 
ings cannot be permancntly secured to the 
Mission, until the pleasure of the British 


government at home shall be known; yet | 


they have thought themselves warranted 
in entering upon the premises, and making 
such repairs as may be made with little 
expense, and as will render the buildings 


fit4or temporary use ; leaving the question | 
of more thorough repairs to be determined | 


hereafter. At Tillipally, the repairs were in 
such forwardness, that Messrs. Warren 


and Poor took up their residence there, a- | 


bout the middle of October. But at Batti- 
catta, the requisite repairs could ‘not be 
made before the rainy season came on; 
and Messrs. Richards and Meigs, at the 
Jatest date, 20th of Jan. 1817, remained at 


Jaffuapatam. There they were employed | 


in studying the Tamul language, preach- 


ing occasionally inEngtish, and getting for- | 


ward, as the season would permit, the pre- 
parations for their residence at Batticotta. 


Since fixing their residence at Tillipally, | 


the Brethren Warren and Poor have regu- 
larly, on the Sabbath, preached by an inter- 
preter there, and also at Mallagum, a place 
about two miles distant. Their congrega- 
tions have varied from 30 to 80 persons. 
No females attend. They have every day, 
also, at the time of morning prayers, an ex- 
ercise of religious instruction, at which a 
wzousiderable number of persons are usual. 
ly present. 
‘tablished a school for the instruction of na- 
tive.youth and children, both in English 
and Tamul, and another at Majlagum ; 
and at their last dates, they were making 
rations for establishing a third school 
at Milette, and a fourth at Panditrepo, pla- 
ces in their vicinity. 

In the Province of Jaffna, there are some 
relics of the. Roman Catholic religion, 
which was introduced two or three hun- 
dred years ago, by the Portuguese ; some 

‘traces of re:igious knowledge afterwards 
communicated by the Dutch; and some

‘They are particularly fond of having their 
children instructed ; and our missionaries 
represent, that there wiil be no difficwity-in

Bi- 
bie are extremely scarce. A considerable 
number of the people can speak, and some 
of them can read, Engtish; and many of 
them are particularly desirous of having 
their sons taught the English language ; 
but the English Bible is also scarcely to be 
found, and the country, in a word,is almost 
entirely destitute of books. Our mission- 
aries had applied te the Columbo Auxiliary 
Bible Society for some Tamul Testaments 


of receiving afew; br they saw no pros- 
pect of a supply of books from any quarter 
until they could be printed in Jaffna; and 
there is no printing press in the district. 
They therefore express an earnest desire 
to be turnished, as soon as possible, with a 
printing establishment, and with hands and 
means for putting it into vigorous opera- 
tion. Whether it will be best to order to 
Jaffna the press already sent out, and in- 
tended for Bombay, or to send out another 
directly from this country for Jaffa, your 
committee have not determined ; 
will doubtless be the pleasure of this Board 
that the desire of the missionaries should 
be accomplished, and their means of use- 
fulness cnlarged with the least unnecessa- 
ry delay. And it is to be hoped, that the 
friends of the Bible in our couniry exten- 
sively will display a liberality towards the 
object here presented, in some proportion 
to its evident aud urgent clams. 


Bibles and other books might be advanta- 
geously distributed. The island of Ceyion 
at large is in a state of peculiar preparation 
: for the means of Christian inswruction. It 
| is blest with a government of most benign 
_ influence, which lends countenance and aid 
| to every benevolent design; and upon its 
| population, extensively,a very considerabie 
| Nmpression has been made by the opera- 
| tions of Missionary and Bible Socicties. 

To thisimpression, the Chief Justice, Sir

From the Religious Remembrancer. 
Report of thesSynod of Philadelphia on the 

State of Heligion within their bounds. 

Harrisburg, October, 1817. 

From the free conversation on the state 
_Of religion, it appcared, that the condition 
| of the Church is not more unprosperous 
than formerly ; on the contrary, a number 
of occurrences indicate that “ God is in the 
midst of her, and will belp her and that 
right early.” 

in general, there appears to be a punc- 
tual and serious attention to the public or- 
_dinances of religion. Congregations in 
| Inany places are growing in numbers and 
‘respectability. Additions to the Church 
, by che baptism of adults, and by admission 
tutte communion, have becn more nume- 
rous than usual. And greater numbers 
| are actively engaged in disseminating the 
' word of life,& endeavoring to promote its sa- 

lutary influence upon the rising generation. 
| Much good appears to have been done 
by the Sunday Schools, which have been 
) generally established in our cities, towns 
/and villages. <A great number of children, 


_who formerly were sinking in the mire of ' 


ignorance and pollution, are now taught to 
_read the Scriptures, and to venerate the 
‘principles and practice of religion ; and 
| some of them have even afforded comfort- 
able evidences of true piety. 

Bible Sucicties have increased in num- 
ber; and more cffectuai measures have 
been adopted, especially by females, to 
supply those who arevdestitute with the 
word of life and with religious tracts. To 


' distribute the Holy Scriptures and pro- 


mote their influence, there seems to be a 
happy concurrence of aJmost all religious 
sects. From these combined efforts we 
observe not only that the necdy are now 
generally furnished with the word of God, 
and the careless and proftigate have in ma- 
ny ipgances been awakened to regard/its 
precious contents ;. but also that great hat- 
mony seems tovhave been produced among 
different sects of professing Christians, as 
they are more frequently brought together 
fur a cordial co-operation in promoting the 
advancement of their cnmmon Christianity.

SYNOD OF PITTSBURGH. 

Varrative of the State of Religion within 

the bounds of the Synod of Pittsburg— 

Oct. 10, i$t7. 

The committee appointed to condense 
the Reports of the Presbyteries on the state 
of religion, reperted— 

Fhat it appears from the several re- 
poris, that although vice and immorality 
in many places prevail, and that many are 
careless and unconcerned in the things 
that belong to their eternal peace: yet 
there is reason to be grateful to the God of 
all grace, that he has not been provoked to 
take his Holy Spirit from the churches un- 
der their care ; but is convincing and con- 
verting sinners, and building up believers 
in their most holy faith. 

In ihe Presbytery of Hartford, there is an 
increased attention to religion, and - very 
evident tokens of the presence of God com- 
forting and building up believers, and a- 
wakeningt he careless,in some of their con- 
gregations. 

In the Presbytery of Erie, there is a gen- 
eral, and in a fw of their churches, an in- 
creased attention to the preaching of the 
Gospel ; and bible classes have been for- 
med in some, and the concert of prayer is 
observed in most of their churches. , 

In the Presbytery of Redstone, the con- 
cert of prayer has been observed ; there 
has been a general and decent attention to 
the ordinances of the Gospth. In the city 
of Pittsburgh, and clsewhere, there are a 
number of praying societies, and Bible 
classes have been formed in several of their 
congregations, and are well attended. 

Inthe Presbytery of Grand River, the 
State of morals and society is gradually im- 
proving ; their congregations manifest an 
increasing desire for the preaching of the 
Gospel. Some new societies have been 
formed, and the number of laborers in the 
vineyard increased ; and considerable at- 
tention is paid to the education of pious 
young men, for the gospel ministry. Fe- 
males charitable societies, auxiliary edu- 
cation and Bible Societies,and male and fe- 
male praying societies, are multiplied; 
and in several places God has graciously 
poured out his Spirit, and numbers have 
hopefully been born into his kingdom. Ina 
other places individuals are inquiring, with 
anxious solicitude, what they shall do to 
be saved. The: prospects are such, as 
ought to animate, rather than discourage— 
such as ought to fill their hearts with grati- 
tude arid praise to God, and inspire an ani- 
mating hope, thatGod, ia covenant faithful- 
ness, will ere long, make the wilderness 
blossom as the.rdse,. 

In the Presbytery of Ohio, there is an in- 
creasing atteptivn to the means of grace. 
Phe monthly concert.of prayer is well ob- 
served ; er Societies, auxiliary to the 
Western siovary Society, have been 
formed in séveral of their congregations, 
who cheerfully engage to retrench their 
own personal expenses, that they may aid 
the cause of missions. ' 

The number of praying socicties is also 
increased; in four or five congregations, 
there are evidences of a work of the Spirit 
of God; the Spirit of grace and supplica- 
tion has been poured out—many are awak- 
ened and anxiously enquiring what thay 
shall do to be saved ; some are rejoicing 
iu hope, and exhibiting encouraging evi- 
dences that God has called them out of 
darkiess inte his marvellous light.

From the Panoplist, for Oct. 


Extracts from the Journal of Messrs. and 
Newell at Bombay. 
[Continued from page 168.] 

July 13, 1816. To-day committed to the 
care of Capt. Austin, of the ship Fawn, for 
America, our Journal up to this date, let- 
ters to Dr. Worcester and Mr. Evarts,and 
a large number of private letters; also a 
small trunk of books to Dr. W. consisting 
principally of copies of Tamul and Arabic 
Bibles, the Mahratta Testament, parts of 
the Scriptures in Hindoostanee, Arabic and 
Persian Grammers, Persian and English 
Dictionary, &c. : 

Capt. Austin has been extremely kind to 
us. He was particularly desired by the 
Hon. Mr. Gray to shew us any favor he 
might be in a situationto do forus And 
we would gratefully notice, that Capt. A. 
has generously presented to us, (partly on 
his own account, and partly on Mr. Gray’s 
account,) a number of articles, in the way 
of stores, which were very acceptable to us. 

15th. Capt. A. sailed for America by way 
of Trincomale, Madras, &c. 

Some days ago we engaged another na- 
tive school-master to open another (a third) 
charity school, as soon as be could procure 
a suitable place. ‘To-day he informed us, 
that he commenced the school on the 12th, 
and that he has already collected more than 
30 boys. He is to receive lO rupees a 
month, and is to pay the rent of the school- 
room himsclf. 

29th. Nagfunchmee is the name, by 
which the Hindoos call this day. Itis so 
called from Wag, signifying a serpent, and 
frunchumee, signifying worship, and be- 
cause, on this day, the Hindoos perform 
their annual worsbip of the serpent. Three 
reasons are assigned for this worship. Ist. 
Because a serpent is the bed, on which 
their god Vishnu is said to repose in the sea 
of milk. 2d. Because they suppose, that a 
serpent supports the world upon hig head. 
But 3d, and principally, because Krishna, 
the eighth incarnation of Vishua, in one of 
his adventures against the demons, fell into 
the mouth of a monstrous serpent, and was 
@pparently in the utmost danger of being 
destroyed. This threw his mother into the 
qréatest alarm and distress, and having in- 
terceded for the life of her son, she vowed 
to the serpent, that if it would spare him, 
every body should worship the serpent one 
day inevery year. Therefore,the Hindoos 
very scrupulously observe this anniversary 
in the belief,that great evil will befal them, 
should they disregard it. 

©n this day they pretend, that the ser- 
pent makes his appearance. The place of 
his fancied appearance is a rocky spot ; and 
around a crevice ina large rock is built an 
arch about twice the size of a large oven.— 
Here the peopleate coming and going from 
morning to night, and the latter part of 
the day the crowd from a great distance 
around is immense ; so great indeed, that 
many of the people, who come with their 
various offerings of milk, butter, par- 
ched rice, flowers, &c. for the serpent, can- 
not force their way tothe spot,but approach 
as near as is practicable, andthrow their 
offerings as far forward as they can. Ma- 
ny persons, who have live serpents to cx- 
hibit, gather around on the occasion, and 
find it a very profitable season ; for the 
people offer also to those live serpents, 
money, milk and rice. Many of the per- 
sons, who exhibit these serpents, are fe- 














males; they handle them with as little he- 
sitation asthey would a necklace; and they 
are almost constantly bawling, * Nag poo- 
jah,” that is, worship the serpent. This is 
their manner of inviting the people to come 
and pay their homage to the snakes which 
they have to exhjbit. At this ceremony 
the females are far more abundant in their 
offerings than the men. 

While a part of the multitude are engag- 
ed in their offerings, others are employed 
in a great variety of diversions either for 
amusement or for gain. The whole scene 
is a most moving spectacle of degradation 
and guilt. The, occasion afforded us an 

opportunity of addressing many of the de- 

fuged. people, on the unreasonableness, 
guilt, and awful consequences of - such 
kinds of worship. 

At Poonah, on the two days next suc- 
ceeding the anniversary, the Peshwa, or 
Governor, makes large presents to the 
Brahmins, and provides them liberal enter- 
‘tainments. On this occasion, all who offer 
themselves for examination as to their 
knowledge of the shastcr, and their skill in 
the variousem ents in which they may 
be engaged, receive a reward proportiona- 
ble to their proficiency. Some receive fif- 
teen rupees, and others five hundred, and 


what the Peshwa expends in this way ona 


single occasion, is said to amount to sev- 
eral hundred thousand rupees.

_ Opportunity, for addressing in all, about 50 


heathens. Here I saw, as I have often seen 


before, a number of poor persons, scraping 


among the ashes and sand in search of 
money which might be aecidentally drop- 
ped by the people during the ceremony of 
burning, or which might be deposited with 
the dead body on the funeral pile. Some 
of these poor persons were females, who 
were digging with a skull bone which serv- 
ed them in place of a hoe. A multitude of 
human bones are scattered overthe ground, 
for they bury without coffins: and they 
have for so long a time been burying in 
such great numbers in this one spot, that it 
is now perhaps impossible to dig a grave 
any where within the limits of the burying 
ground, without throwing up a great num- 
ber of bones. 

5th. Received a letter from our brethren 
at Ceylon, dated 9th of July. This letter 
states that in answer to the petition of the 
brethren for leave to establish their mission 
in the district of Jaffna, to establish schools 
and a printing press, to distribute theScrip- 
tures and other religious books, kc. Gov- 
ernment granted them all they requested. 
Tillipally and Batticotta are the two towns 
which the brethren have fixed«@ as their 
stations. The government seem decidedly 
favorable to our dear brethren. Thus we 
have new occasion to record the goodness 
of the Lord, to give praise unto his name, 
and to trust in him for all things. 

Another Baptist missionary, Mr.Griffiths, 
and his wife, have just arrived from Eng- 
land at Columbo to join Mr. Chater. 

7th. To-day is performed on this side of 
India, a famous religious ceremony, called 
the Narral poojah. Nurral signifies a co- 
coa-nut,and Poojah signifies religious wor- 
ship. Hence itis often called cocoa-nut day. 

This religious ceremony consists chiefly 
in making offerings to the sea; or rather 
to the imaginary dcity,whose peculiar pro- 
vince it is to control the watery elements. 
The offerings consist of cocoa-nuts, flow- 
ers, leaves, coins of copper, silver and gold, 


and diamonds. They wade some distance 
into the water, cast away their offerings, 
mutter their prayers, and bow in adoration 
to the god of the sca. 

An origin, as ridiculous as it is fabulous, 
has been assigned to this annual ceremony. 


But as it is performed at a time, whey it is | 


supposed that the severity of the monsoon 
is past, and when the native boats, afier be- 
ing closely blockaded for more than two 
months, may again safely venture out to 
sea, itis most probable that this ceremony 
is performed as a kind of thank-offering to 
the sea for again becoming propiiious ; 


and also to the watery element generally, |

100,000 people assemble on the sea shore 
near the fort of Bombay. Some of thePar- 
sees and Musselmauns join with the Hin- 
deos in this idotatrous worship. Sports of 
various kifids accompany the ceremony ; 


and the temporary toy-shops and refectory | 


stalls are so numerous, as to render a great 
part of the scene more like a fair than any 
thing else. 

11th, Lord’s day. One of us went to the 
native burying ground. To-day 17 dead 
bodies have been brought to this spot — 


of 30 or 40 heathens. 

At another place several persons were 
engaged in worshipping the cow. Wreaths 
of flowers were put on the head of the cow, 
and also the sacred paint and vil. 
and flowers were offered to the cow, and 
the pitiable, yet rational, accountable, and 
immortal beings bowed their faces to the 
earth in adoration of the dumb beast. With 
what peculiar fitness may it be said of such, 
“ Every man is drutish in his knowledge.” 

The usual method of worshipping the 
cow is by walking around her a certain 
number of times,and repeating forms of 
prayer appropriated to the service. 

In another place, a Parsee was seen so- 
liciting éharity for the dogs. They havea 
high religious veneration for this animal. 
It is a part of their religion to provide for 
them in times of scarcity, and persons are 
often employed to go about the streets and 
feed the dogs with bread, cakes and sweet- 
meats. 

16th. Finished the translation of John’s 
gospel. The four gospels are now trans- 
lated. Yesterday we were presented with 
several dozen small school books, for the 
use of our English school society. 

18th, Lord’s day. Went to the native 
burying ground at half past 9 o’clock,A.M. 
Twenty-three bedies had been either burnt 
or buried in the morning before that hour. 
Fifteen bodies yesterday, and twenty-four 
on Friday, were deposited here. 

21. Observing a number of Jews in their 
burying ground, I went to them. They 
were engaged in repeating prayers at the 
grave of a man, who died eleven months 
since. The prayers were in Hebrew. A 
white cloth was spread over the whole 
length of the grave, incense was burning 
at the head of it, and flowers were scattered 
over it; aud the children of Abraham, a 
people accursed of the Lord, and yet be- 
loved for their father’s sake, were standing 
with their. faces set towards their Jerusa- 
lem and bowing to their beloved deity, all 
of them often repeating amen, while the 
priest was indecently mumbling over what 
none of them understood. I enquired the 
cause of the ceremony. They replied that 
to-day the friends of the deceased gave an 
entertainment: for their custom required 
them to give three entertainments on ac- 


.countof a departed relative: the first seven 


days after his death, the second at the end 
of four months, and the third in the eleventh 
month. On these feast days the friends

Mr. W. has resided several years inPer- 
sia, and travelicd through various parts of 
the country. He observed, that. the at- 
tachment of thePersians to the Mahommed- 
an religion was weakening, and that they 
were receiving impressions and sentiments 
very favorable to Christianity. He gave 
an interesting account of a distinguished 
Mussulmaun with whom he was intimately 
acquainted, who had become a convert to 
Christianity, and who has privately receiy- 
ed baptism by a Roman Catholic priest, 
though he disapproved of their supersti- 
tious ceremonies. 

Mr. W. without hesitation said that mis- 
sionarices might reside in Persia, provided 
they did not distinctly avow their object ; 
but proceed quictly with the translation of 
the Scriptures, and with religious conver- 
sation in rather a private way. 


27th. The Hindoos at present are en- 
gaged ina great aniversary in honer of 
their celebrated god Ganesa, who is more 
commonly called Gunputtee, and who is 
supposed to be the same asthe Janus of 
the Romans. This god the Hindoos be- 
lieve to be an incarnation of the Deity; but 
he is not one of theif ten great incarnations. 
The Puranas say, that he was born alter 
the manner of men of Parvate, the wife of 





Mahadave. But the popular belicf of the | 
Hindoos is this. Parvate was one day | 
wishing to bathe, but she had no one to 
guard the door. On this emergency she

On a certain day ali the gods and god- 
desses went on a visit to mount Hali, the 
residence of Mahadave. Avs they ascend- 
ed the mountain, the road being rough 
and narrow, and the crowd great, the vehi- 
cles of the gods begansto jostle together, 
which caused Gunputtee with his great

At this Gunputtee was so enraged, that he 
instantly blasted the mc an with a resistless | 
curse, and decreed, that whosocver should 
henceforth look at the moon should perish. 


The company proceeded to Hali,but soon | 
found, that the moon, instead of blessing 
them with her cheering light, had with- 
drawn herself from theirview. On inquiry 
they found, that she had fallen under the 


_ curse of Gunputtee, and was overwhelmed 


with affliction. Upon this the whole com- 
pany began to adore and intreat Gunputtee, 
and continued the exercise until they could 
venture to implore mercy from him for the 
moon,and urge a removal of the curse. He 
proved propitious; and so far removed the 
curse as to allow all mankind to look at the | 
moon, with the exception of one day in ev- | 
ery year, On this forbidden day no one | 
can look at the moon but on pain of eternal | 
destruction. Yesterday was the prohibited 
day forthe present year. The Hindoos 


seem to believe, that should they transgress 
in this matter, it would be their ruin. 

For several days many persons have been 
employed in making images of Gunputtee 
from clay. These images are more or less 
nicely executed and ornamented, and sold 
at various prices from five pice (cents,) to 
eight or ten rupees. ‘The images are car- 





they are consecrated and worshipped ; and | 
to-day the multitude have been employed | 
in carrying the images in procession with | 
music, and dancing, and shouting from 
their houses to the tanks, (pools,) when, 
with flowers and other offerings, they are 
thrown into the water. “Ihis is an annual 
ceremony. 

_Gunputtee is worshipped in a great va- 
riety of ways by the Hindoos. They con- 
sider him as the god of wisdom and pru- 
dence, and they ail invoke his name at the 
commencement of all the business and all 
the concerns of life. His images abound 
inevery part of India, and it is believed, 
that this figure engrossesa greater share 
of the Hindoo worship then any one of all 
their other gods. 

The present anniversary has afforded 
very favorable opportunitics for addressing 
the heathen on the absurdity of making 
gods of clay one day, worshipping them the 
next, and drowning them the third. Alas ! 
what objects of commisseration are such 
idolaters! O that the Lord Jesus would 
arise and make bimsell known among this 
ignorant people. {In his power it is to save,
